Jam es Gowie, secretary of state, im­ 
mediately certified Governor Peabody ’s 
resignation, and Lieutenant Governor 
McDonald was then sworn in as gov­ 
ernor by Chief Justice Gabbert. There 
was no further ceremony . Thus, iu less 
than twenty -four hours Colorado has 
had three governors.

body transacted practically no business 
of state while in the office of governs- 
or.
